Washington, March 25. 
Senate —Mr. Iverson made an ineff-jcr nal atumnt 
to take up the army bill. 

The consideration of tbe Minnesota bill was then 
resumed. 

The discussion was resumed cn Mr Douglas' mo- 
tio.i to strike out the second s-ctun of the i nl toihe 
etlect tbat the State shall be entitled toa repretetta- 
tive ai d -uch additional as census niav dett-rmbe. 

Mr. Douglas o jtc ed to the S'ate "l>ein« given 
rhrteregresentati.es in accorda ice with tbe act 
population instead of with it complete ctm>us rem 
which only g've two aud a moiety. 

Mr. Toombs and other-, propo ed techn'c il amend- 
ments, but wiiht.ut vital difference i f opinion ex- 
cept Urown, who protested agaitst apportioniu • be 
represen'a ion on guess work. 1 i .• would vot; for 
the admission of Minnesota bee . use he wished ta 
keep faith on the slave'y quv>u. n, but there are 
many portions of the c;<n titutiou be ol j-cttd 10, 
especijll- tbe t>asis of fruncbi e, which allows un- 
naturalized foreigners to vote, al.-o b .l'-bretd In- 
diaiis who have adopted habits or civil, z. 4 tiou, put 
on pants, spurious shirt collars, K et drunk, and thus 
fixed up have fulfilled the constitutional essentials 
to the ballot box. 

Mr Wilson agreed with the Senator from Missis- 
sippi. We have only before us the legaj evidences 
of one hundred and forty -nine thousand inhabitants 
aud don't, see why it should have thte^ representa- 
tives. Vermont, with three hundred thousand, has 
only three. He was iu favor if one repre^en'ative 
now, and more as new cen-us hereafter to be taken 
show the State to beeniitled to. This would admit 
her now. She could then nuke a new census and 
send other additional members, even before this 
Congress adjourned. 

Nothing done except a desultory discussio.i on the 
clause regulating the number of representatives. 

Mr Johnson, ot Tenu., was in favor of the sec- 
tion as it stands — denied that the Federal Govern- 
ment can go into a sovereign State to fix the qualifi- 
cations of voters. 

-Mr. Mason opposed three inasmuch as the consti- 
tutional pioportion is one representative for 92,000, 
*hile Minnesota has only an official record of 149,- 
000. Hence it is absolutely forbidden by tbe Feder- 
al Constitution to give her undue political weight. 

Mr Crittenden was for adhering strictly to tbe 
Constitution, and giving only oue, upon conjectural 
computation, would be dangerous. Every represen- 
tative from the old States now represents a large 
surplus, and it would not lie fair to give a new State 
tbe apportionment of '68 while the old ones retain 
the apportionment of '50. 

Finally, Mr. Toombs moved that Minnesota be 
permitted to have three representatives until her 
census be rectified, and thereafter such a number as 
the census may show her entitled to. 

Tbe Senate then went into Executive sessaou 
without a vote, and shortly after adjourned.

Kkti-kks — The town was thrown into consterna- 
Caua on Tuesday by the report that Tromas Downie, 
who was in jail charged with burglary, won literal- 
ly killing hitn-tlf by inches. Immediately a crowd 
collected at the jail and aooa had evidence that the 
report was wtll founded. They found Downie 
without his co.it, hi* arms and le^s bare, engaged 
in hacking Ifcsaa limns with a razor, and as a matter 
•f course the blood was flowing profusely from the 
wounds He expressed his determination to end 
bit life in that slow ,r.d torturing manner, aud de- 
clared that he would kill auy person who undertook 
to prevent hiai from carrying out his determination. 
Beside his razor, he had in his possession an iron 
stove leg, fourteen inches in length. With this for- 
mkLtble weapon he stood ready to knock any man's 
brains out who should enter his cell, and HMJ an 
active and determined person, would no doubt have 
maae a vigorous attempt to carry out his threat. 

I>urinii the whole day he conversed with his ac- 
quaintances, whom he could tee from the cell win- 
dow, and the openings in the door. He said he 
bad made u;> his mind to commit suicide, and no 
power on earth could prevent him. Hum drinking 
bad brought him to bis present condition, and he 
bad no wi-li to live longer, a burden to himself 
and a disgrjee to his friends. 

He toiik this method of destroying his life in or- 
der that his dtath might be lastingly impressed 
usn.it his as-ociates, and that his nieLinooly end 
might prove a warning sufficient to keep them from 
the vice i.y which be had been ruined; for their good 
be thus "oliered himself as a living sacrifice.' 1 At 
sundo«vn be sbouid cut his throat, and then set fire 
to bis cell, hoping to be consumed to ashes in the 
flames. This, with sundry threats against individ- 
uals, and the confession of the crime with which 
he is charged, which he declared he had commit- 
ted while drunk, was the burden of his remarks. 
The cutting was accompanied with singing of hymns. 

But the "sacrifice" was not destined to Ml as com- 
plete as he contemplated. Various methods were 
suggested of securing him, but none of them were 
effectual. Finally, while near the window, a quan- 
tity of cayerine pepper was thrown into his eyes, 
and thus, blinded and thrown oil' his guard, he was 
secured. 

He handed a letter to the sheriff, addre?sed to his 
brother, at Cleveland, O. He asks pardon of his 
brother for the disgrace he has brought upon him. 
aad d >sires his mmj to l>e carried to Cleveland and 
bnried by the 6ide of his sister. 

On being taken to the doctor's room his wounds 
! examired and found to be severe, but not dan- 
His left arm was gashed in many places, 
his le^s were only slightly cut. His limbs are 
now extremely stiff and tore and he is weak from 
loss of blood But he is in no danger from his 
wounds. He still declares that he will kill himself 
whenever opjioriuni'y offers, and has commenced 
starving himself. This is a strange affair. The 
reason of D wnic's conduct is yet inexplicable, and 
whether drui.kenne s, actual or assumed insanity, 
led him to these proceedings remains to lie explain- 
ed. There seemed too much ''mc hod in his mad- 
ness'" for a maniac, and his room-mate, Dr. Reeves, 
says he has had no liqiur of any account to his 
knowledge 

Downie had threatened to take Keeve/s life for 
several da\ s, ar.d on the morning of this occurrence 
the latter had Ken removed to another cell. 

Downie is a Scolchman by birth, twentt-live or 
six years of e, at.d has resided in this town for 
about two jc ,rs. He is a painter by trade, a good 
mechanic, and, in a'l respects, intelligent and com- 
petent. All are charitable enough to belive that the 
fault of which he is so conscious is his greatest one. 

P. S.— Since writing the above, we learn that 
Downie is quite penitent, and has concluded not to 
kill himMlt.
